I  At  the  luAt  annual  ineetins;  Rev. 
P' ,7*1  Kmfrsoti  was  appointcti  to 
for  1*2  weeks  in  Straflibnl 
h  .1  Barnet,  hut  not  tiiulin<r  these 
KtMs  open  to  him,  he  proceeded 
L  labor  under  our  direction,  for 
•he  term  appointed,  in  London 
.,id  St  Johnsburv. 

In  Ljndon  he  fahored  6  weeks 
ind  found  the  people  verj7  needy 
and  destitute,  ami  very  peculiar 
ktryina  diHiculties  in  the  church; 
some  of  which  were  of  long  stand- 
ding;  all  of  which,  he  states  “were 
at  last,  happily  adjusted  ;  som^  by 
apparent  repentance  and  mutual 
confession  and  forgiveness  ;  and 
others  by  a  full  disclosure  of  cir- 
camsiances  and  facts  to  he  justi* 
ficat'OQ  and  satisfaction  of  the 
parties  concerned  ’*  By  the  bles¬ 
sing  of  God  upon  his  persevering 
Ut)or«  he  left  the  church  united 
and  prosperous,  consisting  of  27 
members,  living  in  town,  with  37 
I  baptized  children  under  her  care. 
I  Here  your  missionary  assisteil  in 
forming  a  small  society  for  the 
Mipport  of  the  gospel,  and  the 
1  ihurch  and  people  are  hmking 
forward  with  anxious  hope,  that 
they  shall  soon  enjoy  the  labsirs  of 
a  stated  pastor,  provided  some 
'  aid  lie  given  from  this  Society. 

Mr.  Emerson  found  the  church 
in  St.  Johnsbury  in  a  similar  dis- 
f  tracted  state.  “These  difficul 
ties,”  he  states,  “were  so  great 
opposing  and  inveterate,  as  to  rc 

2uirr  great  wisdom  and  patien*  e 
rmiiess  and  perseverance,  eftect 
ually  to  remove  them.  Prospec 
are,  however,  rather  brij^hteuin,  : 


great  obstacles  are  evidently  giv¬ 
ing  wav,  and  a  general  reform  is 
hopefully  begun.  Nearly  all  these 
diniculties  exist  in  the  church, 
which  a  tew  years  ago,  was  one  of 
the  mo*t  unitetl  and  prosperous  in 
the  State,  it  now  has  206  mem- 
beis  under  its  particular  watch— 
86  of  w  hom,  31  males  and  55  fe¬ 
males,  have  been  admitted  to  com¬ 
munion — 120  have  been  received 
into  the  covenant  of  baptism  only. 
Besides  the.se,  the  church  had  no 
less  than  25  unbapti/id  children 
under  her  care.  Your  missionary 
has  paid  par'icular  attention  to  the 
instruction  of  these  children.— 
Meetings  for  their  benefit  have 
been  peculiarly  interesting  and 
profitable,  and  all  Itave  been  very 
solemn  .tiid  well  attended.” 

At  the  close  of  his  mission,  tho 
the  funds  of  tlie  Society  were  low, 
the  Directors  felt  the  importance  of 
continuing  his  lubius  in  Julins- 
bury,  which  was  done  for  the  fei  ni 
of  9  weeks,  the  church  and  people 
deliaying  five  sevenths  of  the  ex¬ 
pense.  His  journal  for  thi-  term 
was  received  in  Afiril,  which  g.v.  s 
the  following  cheering  intelli¬ 
gence. 

“General  prospects  in  this  place 
continue  iiici  easingly  favoratde. 
Ilannony  and  love  in  the  chiir<h 
are  meuHUitbly  re^tored.  Ob-  a- 
cles,  apparently  insurmountahie, 
have  been  happily  removed.  Tl-e 
prospect  now  is,  that  the  chuiib 
will  be  soon  restored  to  peace  and 
piDSiierity.  Tho  some  dark  clouds 
may  occa-ionally  obscure  its 
rospect  fora  time  ;  yet  it  i*.  fully 
lelieved,  that  tlie  “darkness  is 
cast,  and  the  true  light  now  shi- 
eth”  through  their  reel'  i«.  al 
acts  ot  love,  faithlulncss  aud 
cbrlstiiiu  furbeiuauce.”

Vermont  Juvenile  JIhsionary  Society. 


“A  Congregational  Society  is 
forined  and  organised.  A  general 
sentiiiient  seems  to  prevail  in  the 
to>n  that  the  setilement  of  a 
Congregational  minister  is  not  tar 
distant.  Religious  meetings  are 
more  solemn  and  better  attended. 
Sigtis  of  a  revival  are  multiply- 

“'g'” 

At  this  time  a  pressing  appli¬ 
cation  was  made  lor  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  Mr.  Kmerson’s  labors  on 
the  same  condition  ;  but  painful  as 
it  was,  your  Directors  felt  it  to  be 
a  duty  to  deny  even  this  hu^nble 
request,  for  want  of  funds.  Vet 
tlie  Lord  has  so  opened  the  hearts 
of  tJie  liberally  minded  there, 
that  they  have,  by  tnonlhly  contri 
butions  continued  to  enjoy  his 
services,  and  fondly  hope  that  he 
will  soon  be  placed  over  them  in 
the  Lord. 

Rev.  Mr.  Loomis,  of  Hardwick, 
has  perforinetl  only  (i  weeks’  ser¬ 
vice,  in  the  north  part  of  the  State. 
He  preached  37  sei  mons,  and  ml- 
ministered  the  land’s  supper  to 
the  churches  in  Harton,  Glover, 
an<l  KImore.  Concerning  the  lat¬ 
ter  he  states,  “This  was  the  first 
communion  the  church  luui  ever 
had.  Fourteen  or  fifieen  years 
ago,  a  church  was  formed  here, 
but  when  this  was  organi/.ed, which 
was  in  June  last,  not  one  of  the 
former  members  resided  in  the 
place.  The  members  which  com¬ 
pose  the  church  have  moved  into 
the  place  within  a  year.  Their 
intluence  has  already  been  ex¬ 
tremely  saluitary. — 'I'liey  hold  re¬ 
gular  stated  meetings  on  the  Sab 
bath,  and  are  anxious  to  procure 
what  preaching  they  can.  'I'he 
population  of  the  town  is  rapidly 
increasing,  and  the  prospects  of 
the  little  church  encouraging.” 

He  also  visited  from  house  to 
house,  and  preached  in  Gieens- 
hiM-o’,  Brownington,  'Frov,  and 


Derby,  and  found  the  people  ni 
the  latter  place  anxious  to  prucan 
a  candidate  for  settlement. 

Mr.  Moseley  has  performed  IS 
weeks  of  missionary  senice  n 
Gralton  and  Rockingham.  Tht 
folltiwing  is  extracted  from  hii 
journal. 

“  There  seems  to  have  beenu 
increasing  interest  excited  in  the 
mi  mis  of  the  people  in  Grafton,  t» 
establish  the  stated  means  of  grace 
among  them.  'This  has  resulted  is 
a  union  with  the  people  in  Wind¬ 
ham,  to  raise  a  subscription  sui- 
cient  to  support  a  man  a  vear. 
Altho  i  cannot  speak  of  such  hip. 
py  fruits  of  my  labors  here,  as  I 
could  wish,  in  the  hopeful  conver. 
sion  of  sinners  ;  1  still  tru-t  that 
they  have  been  in  some  measuit 
instrumental  in  preparing  the  war 
lor  better  things.  The  hamU  of 
the  weak  have  been  strengthened, 
and  the  hearts  of  the  faint  have 
been  encouraged  ;  some  have  been 
(|nickened,  and  others  have  been 
aw  akened  to  serious  reflection, and 
a  general  interest  has  been  excit¬ 
ed  to  hear  the  gospel  preached. 

“in  Rockingliam  there  also  ap- 
|>ears  to  be  a  much  greater  interest 
ieltlorthe  stated  means  of  grace. 
C.mferences  have  been  very  fuliv 
attended,  and  in  several  instancei 
many  have  seemed  to  be  deeply 
afiected  ;  there  are  a  few  individ¬ 
uals  evidently  inquiring  what 
they  must  do  to  be  saved.  1  think 
the  I.ord  has  a  blessing  in  store 
for  this  people.  The  church  has 
been  in  a  low  state  ;  its  members 
are  scattered  and  feel  weak,  but  I 
think  tliere  is  evidence  tliat  they 
are  much  revived.  There  has 
been  a  great  deficiency  in  disci¬ 
pline  ;  this  is  now  attended  to 
with  beneficial  eftects  to  the 
church.  1  feel  encouraged  to  hope 
that  they  will  soon  be  able  to  set¬ 
tle  a  man  with  them,  and  that 
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f  p,  at  iM^t,  now  in  bondage  to 
n,  will  be  brouj^bt  into  tlie  lib- 
„  voftlie  Redeemer’s  kingdom.” 

;  Mr.  Jvery^s  mission  of  4  weeks 
.  performed  in  Hartland,  but 
I  •,  ifh  no  sijjnal  tokens  for  "ood. 

5  Rpv.  J.  Dnv'is  labored  8  weeks  ; 

S  in  Plainfield,  4  in  Bridgewater, 

I  anil  I  ill  Marshfield.  Preached 
53  times,  made  about  100  family 
riMts,  and  wrformed  various  other 
duties.  Ailnutted  2  to  the  church 
in  Marshfield,  and  examined  5 
-  for  admission  to  the  church  in 
Bridgewater. 

■  In  the  latter  place,  his  faithful 

B  labors  seeined  to  be  blessed  to  the 
ciinvirtionand  conversion  of  many. 

A  season  of  refreshing  followed 
1  his  first  visits  there,  and  it  is 
J  hoped  about  30  have  passed  from 
death  unto  life,  about  20  of  whom 
have  united  with  the  Congrega¬ 
tional  church. 

Rev.  Mel  Jfannin^  has  per¬ 
formed  his  mission  of  four  weeks 
in  Chester,  Londonderry  and 
Weston  ;  preached  34  times,  at¬ 
tended  2  church  and  4  prayer 
meetings,  and  made  50  family 
viMts.  He  states,  under  date  of 
January  ISth,  “In  M'eston  there 
is  considerable  seriousness.  1 
administered  the  sacrament,  and 
received  4  into  the  fellowship  of 
I  the  church.  In  this  place  and 
Londonderry  they  are  very  desi- 
i  rous  to  settle  a  minister.  This  is 
a  destitute  and  very  needy  f>art 
of  Zion  ;  and  great  and  pressing* 
is  the  Macerlonian  cry  for  help. 

1  was  earnestly  solicited  to  visit 
tiie  church  in  Peru,  but  it  seemed 
iiiipracticable.  There  is  great 
Deed  of  niissioipiry  exertion,  and 
there  is  great  encouragement.  1 
think  1  have  never  been  more  sen¬ 
sible  of  both  these  facts.  There 
is  a  great  want  of  true  light,  and 
Wonderful  is  its  power.” 

Rev.  Mr.  Hall  was  at  Concord 


at  the  time  of  the  last  annual 
meeting,  since  w  hich  he  has  labor* 
ed  16  weeks  in  the  same  fi<'ld, 
drawing  only  one  third  of  his  sup¬ 
port  iiom  your  treasury.  ’I’he 
fidlow’ing  extr  acts  from  his  journal 
dated  in  June,  will  show  the  happy 
fruits  of  his  active  ami  persever¬ 
ing  labors.  “Tim  1  cannot  tell 
you  of  ought,  like  a  general  revi¬ 
val,  yet,  ever  since  I  have  been  in 
Coucurd,  there  have  been  instan¬ 
ces  ot  conviction,  and  a  luimber 

{rive  evidence  of  a  change  of 
mart;  13  have  at  the  three  last 
communions  been  added  to  the 
church.  \  number  more  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  unite  soon. 

“  The*  spirit  of  unanimity  and 
harmony  has  increased;  and  tho 
when  1  coinmenied  my  labors,  [ 
found  a  very  observable  spirit  of 
hardness  and  acrimony  existing 
between  denominations  of  dissent¬ 
ing  sentiments,  1  am  now  happy 
to  tell  you  of  a  difterent  appear¬ 
ance. 

“During  the  early  part  of  the 
past  season,  the  prospect  of  a 
settled  ministry  was,  to  the  church, 
very  distant,  and  many  despaiis*d 
of  witnessing  it  in  their  day.  But 
the  door  is  now  opened,  and  they 
are  hoping,  in  the  coiir-e  of  a  few 
weeks,  to  enjoy  ilie  -tated  admin¬ 
istration  of  gospel  ordinances.” 

“My  exercises  on  llie  Sabb  t’hi 
have  beon,  to  pi  each  twice,  attend 
the  meeting  of  the  Moral  and  BMi- 
lical  tSociety,  during  the  iot*  r- 
mission,  and  either  a  lecture  ••r 
conference  in  the  evening.  I 
have  felt  it  a  duty  to  devote  con¬ 
siderable  attention  to  children  and 
youth,  and  no  part  of  my  instruc¬ 
tions  have  been  received  with 
greater  interest,  or  given  with 
greater  ple.-.sure.” 

Mr.  Hall  was  ordained  over  the 
church  ui^d  society  these,  Ia  March 
,  last. 
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Rev.  ffm.  Jl.  Chapin  has  labor¬ 
ed  only  8  weeks  in  your  sei  viie, 
in  Albany,  Eden  and  Glover.  By 
his  journal  it  appears  that  he 
faitliiully  pcrrornied  the  rluties  of 
a  missionary,  lie  admitted  6  to 
the  fellowhliip  and  watch  of  the 
church  in  Albany.  He  states, 
“The  people  where  I  have  labored 
expect  to  contribute  to  your  Soci¬ 
ety  one  half  the  expense  of  mv 
mission.  All  these  towns  are  stifl 
missionary  ground,  and  will  be 
thankful  for  any  assistance  from 
your  Society  ;  and  still  they  are 
willing  to  do  all  in  their  power 
towardssupplying  themselves  with 
preaching.  In  each  of  these  towns 
IS  a  church  ofabout  30  members.” 

Mr.  Uenj.  h’oodbury  was  ap- 
poiiited  tolaboiTor  twelve  weeks 
in  Slrattord. — This  service  was 
petioriued  by  him, with  advantage, 
we  believe,  to  that  part  of  the 
Lord's  vineyard.  His  journal 
contains  the  following  among  otli- 
er  details. 

“The  Congregational  Church 
consists  of  twenty-four  members, 
all  females  but  two.  There  are, 
however,  a  number  of  others,  who 
stand  ready  to  join  the  Church  as 
soon  as  opportunity  occurs,  by  let¬ 
ter,  and  others  i  think  by  profes¬ 
sion,  could  a  minister  be  settled 
there  to  look  out  the  sheep  of  the 
good  8ho()herd,whoare  n«vr  stray¬ 
ed  upmi  the  mountains,  without 
strength  to  walk  with  certainty  or 
w  isdom  to  avoid  surrounding  dan¬ 
ger.  .  Your  Missionary  has  had 
frequent  opportunity  of  witnessing 
the  humble  and  ardent  piety  and 
determined  faith  of  this  little  flock 
of  Abraliain's  seed— their  zeal 
and  almost  perfect  harmony,  and 
with  great  satisfaction  did  he  dis¬ 
cover  their  daily  solicitude  for 
the  welfare  of  Zion,  and  their 
stiuggles  with  the  angel  of  the 
Everlasting  Covenant,  for  a  minis¬ 


ter  after  the  Lord’s  own  heart  fi  ;■ 
be  settled  among  them.  Thtj  i 
look  to  you,  Reverend  Fathers,  u 
tlie  instruments  under  God,  u(  ^ 
furnishing  them  with  spiritu.d  it. 
struction  ;  at  the  same  time  ac¬ 
knowledging  with  gratitude  the 
aid  already  received.— A  paper 
was  in  circulation,  when  your  mis- 
sioiiary  leL  to  raise  money  by  it- 
stallment  for  four  years,  to  settle 
a  minister  for  that  time ;  there 
was  on  the  paper  at  tliat  time  ooe 
hundred  dollars,  and  it  was  confi¬ 
dently  expected  that  sometliin| 
more  than  two  hundred  would  be 
raised.  During  the  residence  of 
your  Missionary  there,  a  Tract 
Society  was  furmu*l,  bringing  into  | 
town  tour  or  five  thousand  pages,  j 
and  four  sabbath  schools  estib 
lished  in  as  many  di^tricts,  which 
meet  with  a  libeial  support— and 
it  is  confidently  expected  that 
these  schools  will  be  made  the 
engines  id'  rendering  neighbor¬ 
hoods  moiie  mural,  families  more 
happy,  tile  >sabbath  more  sacred- 
anil  the  services  of  God’s  house 
more  solemn,  interesting,  and  joy 
ous. — 8uch  has  been  the  blessed 
fruits  of  this  Christian  institution 
elsewhere,  such  may  it  be  in  Stral 
ford.  Your  Missionary  visited, 
attended  conferences,  and  preach¬ 
ed  at  all  times  w  hen  opportunity 
presented — and  made  it  a  rule  to 
visit  no  family  without  reading 
and  praying  before  he  left — allho 
he  sometimes  did  ;  and  was  gen¬ 
erally  cordially  received.” 

Mr.  Carey  labored  seven 
weeks  in  vour  service,  in  Sher¬ 
burne,  Bridgewater  and  Wood¬ 
ford.  He  gives  much  pleasing  in¬ 
telligence  concerning  the  revival, 
already  mentioned  in  Bridgewa¬ 
ter.  Concerning  Woodford  he 
writes,  “There  is  no  church  in  the 
town,  tho  there  are  some  profes¬ 
sors  of  religion.”  The  number  of 
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sbitants  is  small ;  but  they  are 
willing  to  do  what  tliey  are  able 
(0  suppoit  preaching.  I  cons’ ler 
it  a  profier  field  t'*>r  mission  t  v  la- 
^rs,  and  think  i  desirable  that  it 
ihuuld  be  octupieil.’’ 

After  spending  three  weeks  in 
this  place,  .>Jr.  Carey  left  your 
service  on  account  ot  ill  health, 
and  Mr.  Foot  was  appointed  to 
supply  his  place,  whose  journal  has 
not  Wen  received.  It  ought  to  be 
mentioned  for  the  encouragement 
of  those  who  do  well,  that  tho  few 
in  number,  the  people  at  AVosmI- 
ford  raised  about  sixty  dollars, 
which  they  promised  to  pay  into 
jour  treasury,  on  condition  tliat  a 
nfhsionary  should  be  sent  them. 

\jr.  Crane  performed  his  mis¬ 
sion  of  twelve  weeks  in  Monkton, 
|»helburne,  and  Richmond.  lie 
made  about  200  family  visits,  at- 
ten  led  1 3  conferences  and  prayer 
meetings,  2  monthly  concerts  for 
prayer,  and  2  church  meetings, 
vUited  1ft  schools  and  preached 
34  times.  He  statre^  “Tho  there 
has  not  been  a  special  season  of 
refreshing  from  the  presence  of 
the  Lord  in  any  place  where  I 
have  labored,  yet  1  have  had  in¬ 
creasing  evidence  that  my  labor 
has  not  been  in  vain.” 

It  appears  by  his  journal  that 
the  peace  of  tiie  church  in  Rich¬ 
mond  had  been  disturbed  fur  many 
months,  by  a  painful  case  of  disci¬ 
pline,  which  ended  in  the  cxcnin- 
raunication  of  the  oftender.  The 
church  was  then  restored  to  tran¬ 
quility,  and  three  were  added,  and 
one  propounded  for  admission. 

In  Shelburne  he  noticed  a  plea¬ 
sing  union  and  brotherly  aflection 
in  the  church,  whose  hands  were 
strengthened  and  hearts  encoura¬ 
ged  by  the  labors  of  your  Mis¬ 
sionary,  and  two  were  added  to 
their  number. 

“In  Monkton,”  he  states,  "their 


prospects  arc  brightening.  The 
two  tirst  weeks  1  labored  there, 
the  aspect  was  rather  forbidding. 
A  chilling  iiidiRerence  was  mani¬ 
fest,  and  nieetings  were  thinly  at- 
ten^^eil.  Since  that  time,  there 
lias  been  an  increasing  attention 
to  nieetings,  especially  on  the 
Sabbath,  and  an  increasing  soleni« 
wity  has  pervaded  the  congrega¬ 
tion.  There  was  formerly  a  Con* 
gregational  church  in  this  town, 
but  it  has  been  extinct  for  many 
years.  There  are  now  in  town  l6 
or  17  professors  of  that  order,  most 
of  whom  belong  to  churches  in 
this  vicinity.  There  are  4  or  5 
others  indulging  a  hope,  who 
would  probably  apply  fur  admis¬ 
sion,  should  a  church  be  organi¬ 
sed.  Most  of  these  live  far  from 
any  place  of  worship,  and  are  like 
sheep  scattered  on  the  mountains. 
Their  anxiety  to  enjoy  gospel  pri¬ 
vileges  is  great,  but  their  means  of 
obtaining  them  aie  limited.  Chris¬ 
tian  parents  say  that  they  can  en¬ 
dure  the  thought  of  spending  their 
remaining  days  in  their  present 
destitute  condition,  but  to  think 
tliat  the  rising  generation  must 
fui  III  their  characters  in  the  midst 
of  so  much  immorality  and  profa¬ 
nity,  is  intolerable.  They  are 
praying  for  a  minister.” 

Mr.  has  labored  nineteen 

weeks  in  vour  service  in  Weston, 
Grafton.  VVindham,  and  Caven¬ 
dish.  The  journal  for  the  first 
term  of  twelve  weeks  was  return¬ 
ed  in  January,  from  which  the 
following  extracts  will  be  inter¬ 
esting. 

“My  course  of  labor  has  been 
much  like  that  which  1  pursued 
in  the  preceding  year. 

“In  Cavendish  a  small  congre¬ 
gational  society  has  been  organi- 
zwl.  The  church  and  some  others 
have  been  making  some  exertions 
to  raise  money  for  ♦he  support  of 
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preacliinsj  the  eiisuinj;  y-  ai .  AtM»ut 
two  iiuiiiiied  and  ttiirty  dollars 
have  been  <iubsiTini‘d,  winch  sniu 
may  probably  i>ea  little  increased. 
The  church  seem  quite  desirous 
for  the  maintenance  of  gospel  or¬ 
dinances  among  them,  and  are 
ready  to  contribute  according  to 
their  ability  for  the  pnr|iose.  If 
they  sliouid  not  succeed  in  their 
present  etiurt,  there  is  much  rea¬ 
son  to  fear  tliat  their  little  com¬ 
pany  will  become  dispersed,  anti 
as  a  body,  become  unknown,  uidess 
the  special  favor  of  Heaven  pre¬ 
vent.  Two  are  propounded  for 
admission  to  their  number. 

“In  Grafton  a  case  of  discipline 
in  the  church  has  engaged  much 
attention  for  some  months,  and  has 
seemed  unhappily  to  diminish,  in 
stone  degree,  the  fervor  of  pious 
feelings  in  many  of  the  members. 
There  is,  however,  a  good  degree 
of  unanimity  among  the  membeis; 
and  both  the  church  and  many  of 
tlie  people  seem  more  ilesirous 
than  they  have  lately  been  for  the 
support  of  preaching  regularly  in 
the  town. 

“At  the  time  of  my  last  visit  to 
Wiiniham,  the  religious  excite¬ 
ment,  which  hail  ajipeared  in  the 
south  part  of  the  tow  n  during  the 
summer  and  autumn,  seemed  nut 
to  be  diminisheil.  Many  of  the 
youth  were  seriously  attentive  to 
religious  instruction.  Some  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  church  had  been  ilispo- 
sed  to  a  public  confession  of  their 
faults  ;  and  their  body  was  saiil  to 
be  more  unanimous  than  it  had 
been  for  years,  especially  for  the 
support  of  preaching,  towards 
which  their  efforts  have  been  di¬ 
rected.  Three  young  men  have 
been  added  to  the  church,  two 
other  young  persons  arc  propoun- 
detl.” 

“Duringthe  early  part  of  summer 
the  funds  of  the  (Society  became 


very  much  reduced,  and,  at  th'u 
moment,  very  pressing  calls 
.  assistance  were  pouied  in  fro^ 
almost  every  part  of  the  State. 
But  to  these  cries  of  the  destitute 
'  your  Directors  were  under  tie 
necessity,  painful  as  it  was,  to  torn 
.  a  deal  ear,  wliiih  was  virtudiy 
'  saying  to  these  feeble  churdiej, 

I  Ve  must  languish  and  die.  T„e 
I  question  arose  with  such  force,  ai 
I  demauded  an  answer.  What  sLiil 
be  done  ?  ’I’lie  answer  forced  it- 
I  self  upon  the  mind,  bomethiii* 

I  must  be  done.  Your  Directors  be- 
lieved  that  relief  might  be  obtain- 
I  ed  by  bringing  the  wants  ol  the 
i  Society  and  the  calls  of  the  desti- 
I  tute  to  the  doors  of  the  friends  of 
the  society.  Tney  believed  there 
was  a  redeeming  spirit  in  tlie 
!  hearts  of  the  tnends  of  Zion  in 
j  Vermont.  They,  therefore,  ap¬ 
pointed  Rev.  Mr.  .Vichols  to  labor 
I  as  an  agent  and  missionary,  prin- 
!  cipally  in  Windham  county,  for 
six  weeks,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Famwts, 
on  the  west  side  of  the  mountain. 

Mr.  ^''ichols  performed  the  ser¬ 
vices  assigned  him  with  very  hap¬ 
py  fruits,  lie  collected  nearly  100 
dollars,  and  it  is  fondly  hoped, 
prepared  the  way  for  much*  greater 
accessions  to  your  funds. 

It  is  believed  Mr.  Pursnvs  has 
been  actively  engaged  in  the  same 
service,  and  that  the  happy  fruits 
of  his  labors  will  be  felt  by  a  very 
considerable  accession  to  your 
'  funds,  tlio  his  journal  has  not  been 
returned. 

Mr.  Foote  has  recently  entered 
upon  his  labors  at  Woodford. 

Mr.  William  W.  JWles  found 
it  necessary  to  decline  the  ser¬ 
vice  assigned  him 

Mr.  Baldu'in  has  performed  the 
term  of  service  assigned  him,  45 
weeks,  very  much  to  the  satisfac- 
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uon  of  vour  Directors,  and  to  the 
I  jjiGcanoii  of  many  feeble  cliurcl  - 
f  jj.  By  his  first  journal  of  27 
weeks,  returned  in  April,  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  his  field  of  labor  was 
in  ritderliill,  t’ambiidji'e  and  (’oil's 
Gore.  The  J?piiit  of  the  Lord 
seemed  in  a  special  manner  to 
accunipany  his  labors,  as  will  ap- 

fearby  the  following  extracts  from 
is  journal. 

‘‘Uurmg  8  or  10  weeks  of  the 
first  part  of  my  mission,  ajipear- 
aiices  were  encouraging  in  I’nder- 
bill.  A  consideraole  part  of  the 
church  appeared  to  be  waking 
fruni  their  past  slumbers,  ana 
leeiiied  to  possess,  in  some  degree, 
a  revival  spirit ;  but  our  hopes 
were  soon  blasted,  and  the  cloud 
passed  over.  It  may  be  said,  how¬ 
ever,  to  the  praise  and  glory  of 
God,  that  a  few  drops  of  Divine 
grace  fell  upon  tlie  parched  ground. 
Three  persons  have  manifested 
ho|)es ;  one  of  whom  has  made  a 
public  profession  of  religion.  A 
number  of  persons,  also,  who  be¬ 
fore  had  entertained  faint  hopes, 
have  been  revived  and  animated, 
one  of  whom  has  united  with  tlie 
church. 

“Avery  interesting  state  of  feel¬ 
ing  existed  among  the  members  of 
the  church  in  Cambridge,  for  a 
number  of  the  last  weeks  of  my 
residence  in  that  place.  Meetings 
on  the  Sabbatl),  and  on  other  days, 
have  been  crowded,  and  a  solemn 
and  fixed  attention  has  been  given 
to  instruction.  Church  tonferen- 
ces  have  also  been  well  attended, 
and  a  good  degree  of  union,  bro¬ 
therly  love  and  humility  have  been 
manifested  at  these  meetings.  Six 
persons  have  expressed  hopes.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  little  cloud,whirh 
has  arisen  over  this  place  about 
the  bigness  of  a  “man's  hand,’' 
may  soon  overspread  the  whole 
town. 


“Ill  Coit's  Gore  a  gradual  and 
interesting  work  of  Divine  grace 
has  been  going  on  during  the  great¬ 
est  part  of  my  mission.  Sixteen 
per>on»  have  expressed  liopes. 

“For  many  years  past,  tishing, 
hunting  uml  visiting  have  been 
practised  by  a  great  part  of  tlie 
inhabitants  on  the  Sabbatli,  with 
but  little,  if  any  restraint.  Pro- 
lanity  and  gambling  have  been 
carried  to  an  alarming  height. 
T'liere  was  only  one  person  in  the 
place  tliat  belonged  to  a  Congre¬ 
gational  church,  when  meetings 
were  first  established. 

“1  preached  in  this  place  every 
third  Sabbath, and  also  hail  a  stated 
meeting  every  week.  The  people 
came  together  in  crowds.  The 
first  religious  impressions  that 
appear  to  have  been  lasting,  origi¬ 
nated  in  a  meeting  of  inijuiry.  A 
man  of  about  35  years  of  age  came 
to  the  meeting,  out  of  curiosity,  to 
see  how  it  was  conducted  ;  an 
arrow  of  conviction  reached  his 
heart.  lie  went  home  in  ifistress, 
and  for  the  first  time  praved  in 
his  family.  A  few  days  after  he 
j  found  peace  in  believing.  From 
that  time  the  work  spread  and 
1  increased,  and  it  was  very  evident 
i  that  (nid  was  there  by  the  special 
influence  of  his  Holy  ISpirit.  In 
the  meetings,  which  I  attendeil, 
j  there  were  no  outcries  or  great 
:  bursts  of  animal  feeling,  but  an 
'  awful  stillness  usually  pervaded 
the  assembly. 

“A  Congregational  church  has 
been  organi/.ed,  consisting  of  12 
members  ;  seven  males  and  live 
females.'’ 

His  last  mission  of  16  weeks 
I  was  performed  in  (hilchester  and 
’  Shelburne,  and  is  just  completed. 

He  gives  the  following  account  of 
I  the  work  of  the  Lord  in  those 
I  ]ihiccs. 

i  “In  Colchester  the  hearts  of 
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Christians  have  been  warmed  and  i 
aniinateit  by  a  S|)iritudl  harvest.  | 
Tiie  work  was  short,  yet  tt  was  ■ 
very  precious  and  interesfin".  The  , 
nuiidier  of  hopeful  conversions  is  i 
al>»ut  thii  tyshve.  Three  individ-  j 
U..U  o!  this  number  belonged  to  ; 
aojacent  towns ;  they  went  to  j 
C’oic-esier  to  spend  a  few  days  ! 
and  attend  our  meetings,  and  w  cnt  | 
home  rejoicing  in  hope.  I 

“In  the  afternoon  of  the  first  , 
Sabbath  tliat  I  preached  in  this 
place,  there  were  evident  tokens 
of  the  Divine  presence  in  the  midst 
of  tlie  assembly  :  the  impenitent 
appeared  to  tremble,  and  christ- 
iaws  were  encouraged.  From  that 
time  tlie  work  progressed  and 
increased  fur  about  ten  weeks, 
and  then  gradually  declined.  The 
first  hopeful  convert  was  an  aged 
man,  a  native  of  Ireland,  in  the 
ninety-second  year  of  his  age ; 
he  came  to  this  country  in  the 
revolutionary  war,  and  was  a  sol¬ 
dier  during  its  continuance.  He 
has  been  distinguished  for  profan- 
itv  and  wickedness  :  the  change 
eifc'Cteil  in  him  appears  to  be  very 
great  and  wondetf  il.  After  hav¬ 
ing  spent  ninety  two  years  in  sin, 
he  appears  to  have  become  a 
humole  and  d**vout  Christian.  The 
greatest  number  of  hopeful  con¬ 
versions,  during  any  one  week, 
was  SIX  or  seven. 

“The  means  which  appeared  to 
be  most  signally  blessed  in  this 
revival,  have  been  the  preaching 
of  the  gospel  and  meetings  for 
religious  inquiry.  Nine  ol  those 
who  have  recently  expressed 
hopes  have  united  with  the  Con- 
giegational  church.  It  is  hoped 
tins  church  will  be  so  much  enlar¬ 
ged  and  strengthened  by  this  little 
siiower  of  Divine  grace,  that 
they  will  be  able  to  support  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  for  a  con¬ 
siderable  part  of  the  time. 


“The  fii  St  Sabbath  that  I  preseV 
ed  in  Shelburne,  at  the  cloiif  of 
public  worship,  the  nietnbersol  ti« 
church  were  requested  to  tirr? 
until  the  congregation  had  retired. 

It  was  then  proposed  that  a  prav- 
er-meeting  should  be  appointed 
for  the  special  object  of  prajini' 
for  the  outpourings  of  the  Spirit 
of  tfoil  upon  that  place.  A  meet¬ 
ing  was  accordingly  appointed.— 
The  church  asscniblfil  almost  to 
an  individual.  It  was  truly  a  fa¬ 
vored  time.  It  was  evident  that 
God  w.is  tliere  bv  the  special  in¬ 
fluences  of  Ins  Spirit.  Those  wIk) 
weie  present  seemed  willing  to 
adopt  the  resolution,  “Let  us  rise 
up  and  build.’’  In  a  few  dars 
from  that  time  sinners  were  hea'd 
making  the  iiiqi  iry,  “Men  and 
bretnren,  wliat»hali  we  dor”  Four 
persons  have  expressed  hopes,— 
and  a  considerable  number  ap¬ 
pear  to  have  serious  impressions. 
The  last  meeting  tiiat  I  attended 
in  this  place  was  peculiarly  sol* 
emn  and  interesting. — itsomeof  the 
members  of  this  church  hope  and 
believe  that  they  are  on  the  eve  of 
a  plentiful  harvest.” 

The  amount  of  service  actually 
rendered,  as  noticed  in  this  Re¬ 
port,  is  201  weeks. 

It  deserves  a  memorable  record, 
that  your  Missionaries  have  been 
kindly  treated,  and  the  assistance* 
aHurded  to  destitute  churches  very 
gratefully  acknowledged  ;  and  it 
is  pleasing  to  learn  from  various 
parts  of  the  State,  that  the  friends 
of  the  Society  are  increasing  in 
number  and  zeal.  Among  the 
distinguished  benefactors,  during 
the  past  year,  was  a  female  friend 
in  Randolph,  who  directed  at  her 
late  decease,  that  all  her  proper¬ 
ty,  after  the  payment  of  her  just 
debts  and  funeral  charges,  vhnuld 
be  sold,  and  the  money  paid  into 
the  treasury  ot  this  Society,  Iii> 
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iupposfd  the  sum  will  amount  to 
jix  or  seven  hundred  dollars.— 
>l»y  the  Lord  open  the  hearts  of 
ociiers  to  similar  deeds  of  beiieti* 
ceoie.iind  gladden  many  destitute 
churches  in  Vermont. 

The  'Treasurer's  Report  will 
show  the  rt(cei|its  and  expendi¬ 
tures  during  ti  e  year.  Vour  Di¬ 
rectors  have  most  readily  listened 
to  calls  for  assistance,  where  a

The  session  was  opened  with 
prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Austin ;  and 
on  the  second  day  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Davis. 

Mr.  Evarts  presented  his  Re¬ 
port  as  Treasurer  for  the  month 
«f  September,  1 822 ;  and  .Henry 
Hill,  Esq.  as  Treasurer  for  the 
remaining  eleven  months  of  the 
year,  from  Oct.  1,  1822,  to  Aug. 
31,  1823;  which  repiirts,  as  ex¬ 
amined  and  certified  by  tlie  Au¬ 
ditor,  were  accepted. 

From  these  statements  it  ap¬ 
peared,  that  the  receipts  of  the 
Board,  during  the  year  preceding 
Aug.  SI,  1823,  were  S5a,808  94, 
and  that  the  expenditures  were 
866,379  75. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary 
read  the  introduction  to  the  Re¬ 
port  of  the  Prudential  Committee;

during  the  session,  gave  a  verbal 
account  of  the  missions  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board. 

A  letter  from  William  A.  Mon¬ 
ey,  Esq.  and  a  letter  from  Wm. 
VV’ilberforce,  Esq.  both  members 
of  the  British  Parliament,  were 
re.id,  expressing  tlie  deep  interest 
which  these  gentlemen  take  in  the

MISSION  AT  BOMBAY. 

A  joint  letter  has  been  received 
from  the  missionaries,  dated  Jan. 
6,  18523,  from  which  the  tulluwiog 
notices  are  taken,  viz. 

A  statement  is  made  respecting 
JCadfr  Var^s  letter,  agreeing  with 
the  one  which  we  published  from 
a  more  private  source,  in  the  July 
Herald,  p.  235. 

The  nmiilier  of  schools  under 
the  care  of  the  missionaries  was 
18  ;  in  nine  of  which  were  some 
Jewish  children  ;  five  were  taught 
by  Jews  ;  and  one  contained  Jew¬ 
ish  children  only.  Twelve  native 
children  were  in  the  families  of 
the  missionaries.  'I’hree  of  the 
boys  were  employed  a  part  of  each 
day  in  the  printing-ollire. 

Since  their  previous  communi¬ 
cation,  the  missionaries  had  print¬ 
ed  ;2,ol)l)  copies  of  Matthew  's  (jos- 
pel,  (a  second  edition,}  two  tracts. 
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3,000  copies  each,  and  some  other 
small  things.  They  were  print¬ 
ing  the  Gospel  of  Mai-k  ;  and 
would  proceed  much  more  rapidly, 
both  in  regard  to  the  Scriptures  and 
tracts,  if  mey  possessed  the  means 
of  defraying  the  expense. 

A  piece  of  grnunu  fur  a  mission¬ 
ary  chapel  had  been  purchased, 
and  the  walls  had  begun  to  rise. 
The  dimensions  of  the  building 
were  60  feet  by  35.  It  would  ac¬ 
commodate  two  or  three  schools 
on  week  days.  The  schools  will 
be  kept  in  verandahs,  projecting 
ten  feet  from  each  side,  and  one 
end,  of  the  principal  building. — 
Mr.  West,  a  professional  builder, 
had  kindly  undertaken  the  super¬ 
intendence  of  the  work,  without 
accepting  any  compensation.  He 
could  more  advantageously  make 
the  contracts  for  materials  and  la¬ 
bor  than  the  missionaries  could  do, 
and  they  would  thus  be  left  free 
to  pursue  their  appropriate  duties. 

No  very  material  alteration  had 
taken  place  in  regard  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  state  of  the  mission.  Chris¬ 
tian  knowledge  was  increasing, 
and  hopes  were  entertained  of  bet¬ 
ter  days. 

Since  the  preceding  paragraphs 
were  in  type,  a  letter  has  been  re¬ 
ceived  from  Mr.  Hall,  giving  a 
particular  description  of  the  build¬ 
ing,  with  the  estimated  cost ; 
which,  including  the  price  of  the 
ground,  is  not  far  from  g4,000, 
without  the  pulpit,  seats  and  ceil¬ 
ing.  The  whole  expense  will 
probably  exceed  g4,500.  Of  this 
sum  about  Sl«006  have  been  con¬ 
tributed  for  the  object,  by  friends 
of  missions  in  India  ;  S700  of  the 
81,000  having  been  remitted  from 
Calcutta.  These  donations  were 
obtained  by  the  generous  exertions 
of  E.  A.  Newton,  Esq.  which  he 
was  induced  to  make  by  an  appli¬ 
cation  from  the  missionaries. — 


Bombay. 

They  addressed  a  printed  circu¬ 
lar  on  the  subject  to  gentlemen  iu 
various  parts  of  India  ;  bat  all, 
who  were  friendly  to  the  cause  of 
missions,  were  previously  so  much 
engaged  in  the  charitable  works  of 
the  day,  that  not  much  more,  than 
is  above  acknowledged,could  beci- 
pected  from  these  applications. 

.Sppeal  in  behalf  of  the  Chaptk 

It  appears  from  the  preceding 
statements,  that  an  appeal  is  made 
to  the  American  churches  for  at 
least  to  enable  the  mis¬ 

sionaries  at  Bombay  to  discharge 
the  expense,  which  i.s  necesarily 
incurred  for  the  erection  of  the 
first  Protestant  place  of  public 
worship,  designed  for  the  natives, 
in  the  vast  region  from  Cape  Co¬ 
morin  to  the  Russian  empire,  and 
from  India  to  the  Red  Sea  and  the 
Mediterranean.  Some  small  ap¬ 
propriations  have  been  already 
made  to  this 'object,  and  a  few  in¬ 
dividuals  have  expressed  a  deep  in¬ 
terest  in  it  ;  but  the  attention  of 
the  public  has  not  been  so  much 
attracted  to  it,  as  its  importance 
demands. 

On  this  occasion  it  seems  prop¬ 
er  to  say,  that  the  Prudentbl  Com¬ 
mittee  have  been  repeatedly  re¬ 
quested,  by  some  of  their  breth¬ 
ren,  to  suggest  a  method  of  pro¬ 
ducing  united  contributions  for 
the  purpose  here  specified.  In 
compliance  with  this  request,  and 
with  their  own  sense  of  what  is  due 
to  so  important  a  design,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  respectfully  propose,  that 
a  collection  should  be  taken  for 
the  Mission  Chapel  at  Bombay, 
by  all  churches  friendly  to  the  ob¬ 
ject,  at  the  Monthly  Concert  in 
.fanuary  next ;  or,  if  more  con¬ 
venient,  at  some  earlier  period, 
and  on  some  other  occasion.— 
Should  this  proposal  be  adopted, 
it  is  desired  that  the  collections 
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jhoulJ  be  remitted  totlie  Treasur¬ 
er  of  the  Board,  as  soon  after  they 
are  made  as  practicable.  In  some 
churches  and  congregations,  it 
msvbe  preferable  to  have  the  col¬ 
lection  on  the  Sabbath,  or  at  a  pub¬ 
lic  meeting  on  some  other  day.— 
The  friends  of  the  cause  will 
doubtless  select  such  occasion,  as 
they  tliink  will  be  most  favorable 
to  the  object. 

It  may  be  useful  to  have  it  un- 
derstood,thatifa  larger  sum  should 
be  contributed,  than  will  be  need¬ 
ed  for  the  erection  of  the  building, 
(as  may  easily  be  the  case,  if  the 
collections  should  be  both  general 
and  liberal,)  the  surplus  shall  be 
applied,  in  the  first  instance,  to 
furnish  the  Scriptures  and  hymn 
books  for  natives  worshipping  at 
the  Cliapel  ;  and,  in  the  second 
place,  to  furnish  copies  of  the 
Scriptures,  hymns-books,  and 
tracts  for  distribution  in  the  verna¬ 
cular  languages  of  India.  For 
this  latter  species  of  charity,  the 
held  is  very  promising,  and  quite 
unliiuited. 


IftSSION  AT  AVA. 

At  the  monthly  concert  of  prayer 
of  the  Baptist  churches  in  this 
city  on  Monday  evening  last,  a 
letter  was  read  from  Rev.  Mr. 
Judson,  dated  at  Ava,  Nov.  SO, 
182^  The  prospects  of  the  Bur- 
man  Mission  at  that  time  were 
more  encouraging  tifan  at  any 
previous  period.  Mr.  Judson  re¬ 
marks,  that  he  is  more  cordially 
received  as  a  minister  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  religion  than  he  had  ever  an¬ 
ticipated,  and  that  the  disposition 
of  the  Emperor  and  his  most  inti 
mate  associates  appeared  to  be 
that  of  toleration  and  candor.— 

It  is  believed  that  the  Empuror  _ 
aad  other  natives  of  distinction,  ^ 


had  for  some  time  been  skeptical 
in  relation  to  the  superstitious 
theology  of  their  own  country,  and 
that  this  state  of  mind  had  render¬ 
ed  them  less  hostile  to  principles 
subversive  of  the  opinions  gener¬ 
ally  considered  by  the  Burmans 
as  sacred.  Mr.  Judson  now  sup¬ 
poses,  that  the  repulse  which  he 
met  on  his  former  visit  to  the  roy¬ 
al  palace,  arose  more  from  politi¬ 
cal  than  from  any  other  motives. 
The  prince  had  then  but  just  as¬ 
cended  the  throne  ;  and  had  he 
at  that  time  countenanced  a  reli¬ 
gion  which  was  novel  to  the  Bur- 
mans,  they  might  have  become 
strongly  prejudiced  against  their 
>  new  diief,  aud  have  thus  render¬ 
ed  the  commencement  of  his  reign 
unpopular.  He  is  now  more  firm¬ 
ly  established  in  his  authority,  and 
can  act  w’ith  more  independence ; 
and  althu  there  seems  to  be  no  evi¬ 
dence  that  he  is  inclined  to  give 
the  Christian  religion  a  serious 
and  thorough  investigation,  yet  as 
he  has  not  prohibited  its  publica¬ 
tion,  and  as  numbers  near  his  per¬ 
son  appear  particularly  favorable 
to  the  subject,  the  hope  is  cherish¬ 
ed  of  a  happy  issue  to  the  objects 
of  the  mission.  Besides  a  distin¬ 
guished  nobleman,  who  is  believ- 
m\  to  be  examining  the  truth  of 
the  gospel  revelation  with  a  state 
of  deling  bordering  on  anxious 
conviction,  it  is  thought  that  the 
princess,  whodirects  the  education 
of  the  heir  apparent,  and  Who  is  a 
W’oinan  of  superior  endowments  of 
mind  and  of  much  influence,  is  al¬ 
so  peculiarly  impressed  with  the 
important  facts  made  known  in 
this  divine  system.  These  things, 
whilst  they  afford  new  grounds  of 
I  gratitude  and  praise  to  Almighty 

IUod,  aflbrd  also  additional  in¬ 
ducements  to  fervent  prayer.

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CEYLON'  MISSION. 

The  number  of  natives  receivetj 
at  Tillipally  as  iiH  inbers  of  the 
church,  is  ten.  Five  reside  at  the 
atatioii,  three  are  connected  with 
other  stations  in  the  nii«sioii,  and 
two  are  absent  on  a  visit  to  their 
friends.  Mr.  Poor  remarks,  tliat 
no  decisive  evidence  appears,  that 
any  one  of  them  has,  either  in 
heart  or  life,  apostati'^ed  from  the 
faith.  Mr.  Poor  usnuily  preaches 
three  times  on  the  Lord's  dav,  and 
Nichidas. a  native,  usually  preach¬ 
es  twice,  and  spends  several  l  ours 
in  the  afterniHin  in  conversing 
with  the  people  in  the  surround¬ 
ing  villages.  Mr. Winslow  preach¬ 
es  alternately  every  SabOath  at 
Mallagum,  a  very  important  place 
for  the  introduction  of  the  gospel. 
'J'he  number  of  coinnioii  native 
free  schools  is  nine,  containing 
£55  bovs.  \bout  £r5  attend  dai¬ 
ly.  'I'lie  boarding  school  for  girls 
contains  six,  and  25  other  girls 
are  instructed  in  schools  connect¬ 
ed  with  this  station. 

I'lie  ii'esleynns  in  Jaffna  h-Yve 
erected  a  very  large  and  hand¬ 
some  cliapel,  to  be  opened  in  Feb- 
ruiry. 

The  Church  Missionary  Socie¬ 
ty  are  establishing  a  large  jnint- 
iiig  establisliinent  at  Nollure. — ib. 


COLLEGES  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

'IneNew-York  Observer  con¬ 
tains  a  statistical  view  of  most  of 
the  colleges  in  the  United  States, 
li  those  institutions  which  are 
not  embraced  in  this  view  have 
conferred  as  many  degrees  the 
present  year,  as  they  did  the  last, 
the  whole  number  who  have  com 
ph'ted  their  collegiate  studies  this 
Year,  is  about  650 ;  and  "as  the 
number  of  graduates  is  usually  a- 
bmit  one-lilth  part  of  the  iiumber 
of  aludents,  ttie  viliole  number  of 


young  men, who  have  been  purvi. 
ing  their  stud  es  at  our  culleKvt 
during  the  past  year,  may  beesii- 
mated  at  3200,  or,  on  an  avernKt,  ' 
one  in  every  SOlMl  of  our  (lopuli. 
tioii.  Tlie  pi  oportion  is  different 
however  in  different  parts  of  our 
country.  T;ie  states  west  of  the 
Alleghany  mountains,  which  con¬ 
tain  more  than  2,000,000  inhabi¬ 
tants,  do  not  furnish  probably  4(K) 
students,  or  one  in  5000  of  their 
population  ;  while,  according  to  i 
statement,  which  recently  appear¬ 
ed  III  the  Boston  Daily  Advertiser, 
Massachusetts  alone  has  518  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  New  England  col¬ 
leges,  or  one  for  l(M>0  inhabitants.*’ 
The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity 
has  been  conferred  t'  is  year  on 
twenty  four,  out  of  about  firo 
thousand  liberally  educated  cler¬ 
gymen  in  the  United  States. 

'I’lie  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Law* 
has  also  been  conferred  on  twenty 
three  distinguished  cifi'/.ens.

lono’ing  to  the  Wyandott  Indians, 
which  consists  of  148,000  acres  of 
fine  land  on  both  sides  of  Sandus- 
kv  river,  and  with  another  small 
reserve  of  five  miles  square,  is  all 
the  land  remaining  to  the  tribe. —  I 
The  Quakers  first  introduced  the 
Gospel  among  these  Indians ;  and 
about  six  years  ago,  the  .Method-  1 
ists  commenced  their  mission. — 
More  than  two  hundred  of  these 
idolaters  have  now  embraced  the 
Christian  religion  ;  a  school  is  es¬ 
tablished.  Three  of  the  chiefs  as¬ 
sist  the  instructors  in  preserving 
giHHl  order  among  the  children. 
Sixty  children  attend,  who  are  all 
maintained  in  the  mission-house.  1

The  Jews  on  the  Continent  of 
Europe  arc  now  exciting  a  great 
interest,  and  some  of  them  seem 
to  be  waking  from  the  deep  slum¬ 
ber  of  ages,  that  have  mingled 
with  years  beyond  the  flood.  At 
Rreslaw,  a  Prussian  possession  in 
Germany,  Mr.  R.  Smith,  a  mis¬ 
sionary,  who  was  laboring  there  in 
June  last,  writes,  that  a  venerable 
son  of  Abraham  informed  him  that 
more  than  half  the  Jews  in  that 
place  believe  the  Chris  ian  reli¬ 
gion.  This  venerable  nian  «le- 


clared,  that  he  “really  believed 
with  all  his  soul.”  With  tear%u' 
his  eyes,  he  deplored  the  faMy 
state  of  the  Jewish  church,  and 
said  it  was  easy  to  perceive  that 
the  service,  as  now'  conducted  in 
their  temples,  could  not  be  pleas¬ 
ing  to  GihI.  “My  sons,”  added 
he,  “shall  nut  be  trained  in  the 
study  of  such  lumber  as  the  Tal¬ 
mud.”  The  Jews  in  Rreslaw  are 
numerous ;  and  such  was  the  at¬ 
tention  excited  amongst  them  by 
the  labors  of  Mr.  .'^mith.  that  they 
were  constantly  calling  on  him  for 
the  purposes  of  conversation,  and 
for  the  purchase  of  the  New-Tes- 
tament,  and  for  other  books.
